Elk Program Discussed at 
Fish and Game Meeting 


Mark 50th 
Anniversary 


SPORTSMEN HONORED 


Mr. and Mrs. John Sikora, high¬ 
ly esteemed citizens of Coleman, 
were honored on the occasion of 
their golden wedding anniversary 
at an open house held in the Catho¬ 
lic hall recently, attended by more 
than 100 friends and relatives. 

During the afternoon the couple 
were presented with various gifts, 
flowers and cards and were called 
upon by Mrs. S. Baruta, who on 
behalf of all present, gave the cou¬ 
ple a purse of money. Both Mr. 
and Mrs. Sikora ably expressed 
their appreciation. 

The couple were married in Ya- 
blonkov, Czechoslovakia, on Febru¬ 
ary 27, 1919, and came to Canada 
in 1920, settling in Bankhead. Af¬ 
ter a short stay the family moved 
to Coleman, and have resided here 
since. Mr. Sikora, now retired, 
worked in the Coleman mines for 
over 30 years. 

Mr. and Mrs. Sikora have three 
sons, John, Coleman; Anthony of 
Winnipeg, and Louis of Calgary; 
four daughters, Mrs. Mary Galvon 
of Calgary, Frances (Sister Jane 
of St. Joseph), of Peterborough, 
Mrs. R. Anne Lewis of Willowdale, 
Ont., and Mrs. C. Elizabeth Joyce 
of Calgary; 29 grandchildren and 
four great grandchildren.

Discussions on propagation and controling 
elk in the district north and east of the Crows 
Nest Pass in the Kananaskis road and F307 
districts took precedence at the Coleman Fish 
and Game Trophy Night held in the Legion 
hall March 8th, attended by close to 150 per¬ 
sons. 

Charles Drain, MLA, reported he 
had received letters from local 
sportsmen and that letters have 
been forwarded to Premier Hanry 
Stromm, protesting the Game 
Branche’s move to open the elk 
season in March and reduce the 
herd. 

Mr. Drain stated that the sports¬ 
men indicated that this was the 
wrong time to reduce the herd as 
the cows would be calving in the 
next five to six weeks. 

Complaints from ranchers and 
farmers in the foothills regarding 
the elk moving from the mountains 
to the lower regions and eating the 
grass cattle used for winter feed 
also peeved the hunters, as they 
felt the cattlemen grazing their 
herds in the North Fork district 
was using up the grass in the re¬ 
serve needed by the elk; 

Mr. Drain stated he felt that 
there was poor communication 
along the line somewhere between 
the Forestry Department and the 
Game Branch. He advised the 
meeting that the matter would be 
further pursued by himself. 

Tom O’Keefe, president of the 
Calgary Fish and Game Associa¬ 
tion, felt that providing elk winter 
range in the Bob Creek area of 
North Fork would be a solution. 

He urged the sportsmen to get up 
and fight and get their MLA’s to 
learn the value of this resource 
and bring the matter up before the 
government. 

Paul Mbrk, secretary manager 
of the Alberta Fish and Game As¬ 
sociation, spoke briefly on large 
industry infringing on and 1 taking 
small portions at a time of our 
provincial parks, including Buf¬ 
falo Park and Banff for minerals 
development programs. He felt this 
practice should be curbed. 

Jack Forester, chairman of the 
Alberta Fish and Game member¬ 
ship committee advised that the 
association in the province now has 
20,000 members. He urged each 
sportsman to get one more mem¬ 
ber each so that the 40,000 strong 
would have a good voice to apply 
political pressure when it is need- 


He gave statistics showing that 
the elk herd in the North Fork 
district had been fairly consistent 
around the 1200 figure since after 
1950 when there were only an esti¬ 
mated 500 in the district. He stat¬ 
ed that ground surveys in 1962 and 
1963 showed 640 and 709 elk re¬ 
spectively, 1205 from an air sur¬ 
vey in 1964, 1400 by an air and 
ground -survey in 1966 and 1208 
by an air survey in 1966. 

This season he stated the de¬ 
partment figured there were about 
1200 animals on the range and a 
season in March has been open¬ 
ed in hope that a number of elk 
will be killed to reduce the herd 
to the desired 1100. 

He also stated that while it was 
true that while killing a cow elk 
in calf at the present meant two 
animals, he also pointed out that 
this same animal was pregnant 
during the fall season. He conclud¬ 
ed by saying the department was 
trying to fit wildlife management 
into a program so that the land 
can be used successfully for mul-

Mayor Alrik Tiberg and Council¬ 
lor Alfred McKay of Blairmore; 
Mayor John Holyk and Council¬ 
lor Fred MacLeod of Coleman: 
Mayor Mrs. C. R. Jepson of Bel¬ 
levue and Charles Drain, MLA, of 
Blairmore, met with Highways 
Minister Gordon Taylor and de¬ 
partment representatives in Ed¬ 
monton last week to discuss the 
proposed location of highway 3 
through the Crows Nest Pass. 

Main objection of the proposed 
route given by the town representa¬ 
tives was that much valuable 
building land would be taken by 
the highway. The proposed high¬ 
way would go through a new sub¬ 
division being planned by the town 
of Coleman and in Blairmore the 
route would necessitate removing 
a number of present homes, doing 
away with some new sewer and 
water lines and using up consid¬ 
erable building lots. 


The objection from Bellevue was 
that the highway would create 
problems for a resident farmer, 
thiough whose property the high¬ 
way would go. 

The towns suggested that rather 
than change the route the present 
highway should be upgraded and 
the proposed plans for the new 
route should be shelved until a lat¬ 
er date. The towns indicated that 
the most traffic in the area is in¬ 
ter-town traffic and improvement 
of the present highway would care 
for through traffic. 

Mr. Taylor indicated that fur¬ 
ther studies are being planned for 
local and through traffic counts 
and that soil tests and much other 
work had to be done before any 
firm decision is made. 

Submissions prepared by the lo¬ 
cal councils were presented to the 
department of highways for their 
study.

Report From 
Parliament Hill 

Postmaster General Eric Kier- 
ans has adopted a very tough 
stance in his effort to curb the 
deficits being piled up by his De¬ 
partment. 

He has also shown a disposition 
to pay heed to reasonable argu¬ 
ments. An^illustration of this, on 
a matter affecting many people 
living within the Rocky Mountain 
riding, is provided by the follow¬ 
ing exchange of correspondence 
between myself and the Postmaster 
General: 

Feb. 5, 1960. 

Dear Mr. Kierans: 

Further to our recent conversa¬ 
tion regarding the increase in the 
rental of Post Office boxes, I wish 
to advise you of the following: 

Rents for Post Office boxes in 
many areas of my constituency 
are collected at different times of 
the year. Under instructions issued 
to the Postmasters, they are re¬ 
quired 30 days before the box rent¬ 
al is due to so advise the holders 
of the boxes by placing the at¬ 
tached card in the box. 

On January 2nd the Postmaster 
placed this card in the boxes where 
the rental was due on February 1. 
Many people paid the rental fees 
for the coming year and received 
a receipt for the same. 

On January 18, the Post Office 
Department announced an increase 
in rates. Many of the people and 
Postmasters in my riding are un¬ 
certain about whether or not those 
people who had paid for the rent¬ 
al of their boxes prior to the an¬ 
nouncement of the increase should 
be required to pay the difference 
in the old and new rates. 

It is my contention that the 
agreement between the person 
renting the box and your Depart¬ 
ment would be complete when the 
rent was paid and therefore those 
persons who paid the rental fees 
before the announcement should 
not be required to pay the differ¬ 
ence.

Dear Allen: 

This refers to your two letters 
of the 5th February concerning 
the matter of the increased rental 
charges for Post Office boxes an¬ 
nounced for the 1st February. 

As you mentioned, our rules call 
for Postmasters to draw the at¬ 
tention of box-holders to the need 
for renewing rentals 30 days be¬ 
fore leases expire. In view of this, 
it would have been better if notice 
could have been given of the chan¬ 
ges earlier than was the case. The 
facts were, however, that in com¬ 
mon with our other services the 
costs for providing Post Office box 
service have been mounting sharp¬ 
ly and present financial circum¬ 
stances made it imperative to in¬ 
troduce the changes as quickly as 
possible in order to reduce the 
burden falling upon the general 
taxpayer. 

Upon receipt of your letters, I 
asked that the legal questions in¬ 
volved be taken up with the De¬ 
partment of Justice. I am now in¬ 
formed that after thorough review 
of the statutes and precedents 
dealing with similar situations the 
opinion has been expressed that in 
any case where payment was 
made by a boxholder at a rate in 
effect before the 1st of February 
there was a completed contract be¬ 
tween the Crown and the patrons. 

Apparently, the question at law 
in this case, is not a simple one, 
but I do not propose to go into 
the details. I will simply say that 
refunds are going to be made to 
all who first paid the former rates 
and subsequently paid a further 
amount upon being informed of the 
increased rates which became ef¬ 
fective the 1st February. 

I am very grateful to you for 
writing me on the matter.

Traffic Statistics For 
Month Of January 

Thick, iron hard ice crusted on 
roads through most of Alberta 
helped produce one of the most 
costly Januaries ever for traffic 
accidents in this province. 

In its summary of traffic sta¬ 
tistics for January, the Alberta 
Safety Council notes a 19 per cent 
jump in accidents reported for the 
month. There were 22 deaths, up 
from 18 last year. Injuries report¬ 
ed increased by 3 per cent from 
the year before. 

The record for the month might 


have been worse for deaths. The 
Safety Council reports there were 
243.5 accidents per death this Jan¬ 
uary with bad driving conditions. 
When the roads are good, deaths 
go up in relation to the number 
of accidents. For example, 90.4 
accidents per traffic death in Al¬ 
berta last November. 

Luckily, the most noticeable ef¬ 
fect the slippery conditions had 
was to slow traffic down. Although 
there were more accidents, they 
tended to be less serious, and less 
costly in lives, injuries and dol¬ 
lars. 

The average January accident 
cost about $50 less in property 
damage than the average 1968 ac¬ 
cident did. The average for the 
month was $430. The average for 
1968 was $482. The January prop¬ 
erty damage total was 2.3 million 
dollars. 

Edmonton traffic recorded over 
300 more accidents this January 
than for the same month in 1968. 
Injuries were down by 7, but two 
people, died in the 1969 accidents, 
compared with no deaths in Janu¬ 
ary, 1968. Calgary had 184 more 
accidents, 24 more injuries and the 
same death toll—one.

Who Is To Blame? 

(B A. E. Bridges, Alberta Fire 
Commissioner) 

This is a question that is al¬ 
ways raised when fire damages a 
building even before the building 
is fully constructed. Building con¬ 
struction fires are all too common 
in Alberta and we may be sure 
that the result is that construction 
costs will be increased as a re¬ 
sult of frequent fires. 

We can say that the contractor 
is responsible for what goes on 


until the building is turned over 
to the owner and therefore, the 
contractors’ control over workmen 
and over sub-contractors and their 
workmen is very material in this 
matter. 

The contractor must be insured 
to take care of these fire risks, 
but of course, this already will be 
included in the contract price. One 
must wonder about a system that 
has an effect of shifting the re¬ 
sponsibility to the public to share 
the costs of these losses. 

Perhaps the answer is to be 
found in more rigid laws, viola¬ 
tion of which would fix negligence 
and thereby produce more direct 
evidence of liability.

The following diagnosis can be 
made by any motorist while at the 
wheel of his car. It helps detect 
dangerous mechanical faults, each 
of which can cause fatal or injury 
crashes if left unattended. The list 
was prepared by the Canada Safe¬ 
ty Council for the Spring car check 
campaign. 

These car ailments can be cured 
only by competent technicians: 

1— Brake pedal sinks to the floor 
under light foot pressure- 
la) worn brake linings, 

(b) a leak in the braking sys¬ 
tem. 

2— Car pulls constantly to one 
side when stopping— 


(a) wheel alignment is off, 

(b) brake lining worn on one 
side or oil-soaked on one 
side, both due to wheel 
cylinder failure.

(a) The ailment — a faulty 
exhaust system which 
could lead to dangerous 
emissions of carbon mon¬ 
oxide fumes inside the 
car. 

9— Unusual odors inside the car—
